530 Seventh Avenue, New York Citys The Questionnaire of the subject 
indicated that he had been married at the Bergen Building, Bronx, 
New York, on November 30, 1936, and that his Sooial Seourity No, was

The records of the Board of Elections, Queens County, 
New York, were examined by the writer and it was found that the subject 
registered in 1943 from 141-02 79th Avenuo, Flushing, New York, with 
a Party effiliation of th erican Labor Party, He was 33 years old, 
married, 15 years in the te, 3 years in the County and 3 in the 
Election Distriot. He was born in Russia and olaimed Naturalization 
in 1986 in the Southern Distriot of New York, In 1942 the subject 
registered with the American Labor Party from 141-39 79th Avenue, 
Flushing, In 194] he registered from the same address with the 
American Labor Party affiliation, 


On the Signature Book for 1941 the subject indicated 
that he was naturalized in the Southern District of New York on August 12, 
1937, that he last.voted in 1939 from 323 Moshelu Parkway, His occupa- : 
tion was dressmaker, his employer RENWICK FROCKS COMPANY, 530 7th Ave., NYC. 


The Clerk of the- Election Board, when questioned as 
to the obvious disorepancy in the date of Naturalization as claimed 
by the subject, stated that in 1937 the date was probably correct 
inasmuch as a Naturalized registrant hed to show his Naturalization’

Aside fran the subject's activity as a candidate for various 
offices with Local 22, International Ladies Garment Workers Union-—AFL, 
in the Rank and File group slate, which is allegedly a left wing group, 
there is no indication of current Canmunist Party activities on his part.

United States District Court for the Eastern District of New York. The 
witnesses to hia Petition for Naturalization were listed as FRANCES WEISE, 
1360 48th Street, Brooklyn (housewife) and SAMUEL BRAUNSTEIN, 2090 
Walton Avenue, Bronx (imitter). Both witnesses indicated that they had © 
known the subject since January 1, 1932. ‘The records indicated the 
subject was born at Bershad, Russia April 9, 1910; that his last foreign 
residence was Montreal, Canada and he made iawful entry into the United 
States at St. Albans, Vermont on Ostober 4, 1929 under the name of MEYER 
WAISBURD.

and return, from about November 1944 to April 1945. MELTZER 
stated that he recalled very vividly one MYER WEISE, who had 
served as an Assistant Radio Operator under him on this run. 
He identified a photograph of MYER WEISE of New York City, 
which was exhibited to him, as the same individual who had 
served as the Assistant Radio Operator, above mentioned. 


MELTZER related that he recalled WEISE in particular because 
WEISE had aroused his personal antipathy throughout this voyage. 
He recalled that-WEISE openly expounded his belief in and sym- 
pathy for Communist ideas. He stated that WEISE asserted his 
pelief in Communist ideology and Commuriist social and political 
system in frequent conversations had with the various members 
of the crew of the 8.S, Bernard Baker.

MELTZER stated that he re- F 
called that WEISE had stated that he was a resident of New York 
City and a member of the Furriers Union in New York City. 


MELTZER related that in numerous discussions had with crew 
members, WEISE used to point out weaknesses in the United 
States form of government and would always at the same time 
point to superior aspects of the Russian political system. 

He stated that WEISE used to assert openly. that he believed in 
the Russian Communistic government and further noted that WEISE 
would defend it when other crew members would criticize it. 

He stated that WEISE appeared to be well versed and well read 
in Communistic ideas and political arguments. 
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MELTZER stated that he recalled that many of f e arew Af the 
S.S. Bernard Baker were critical of what they had observed of 
the Communistic system during their visit in Murmansk, and that 
they. expressed this criticism after the visit, to WEISE, but 
that WEISE asserted that after this visit that he was still 
convinced Communism was good. He noted that WEISE always seemed 
to have a "proper" ‘explanation formany things relating to 
Communism of which the other crew members.were critical. MELTZER 
attributed this to the general attitude which WEISE used to 
display toward the other crew members; namely, that they were 
uneducated and unlearned in Communism while he had made an 
intellectual study of it and knew the score. 


MELTZER recalled that WEISE was a very poor assistant radio 
operator; that he apparently had learned the bare minimum re- 
quired for him to maintain his rating and had a minimum speed 
of 16 words per minute. He stated that WEISE never was able to 
properly operate the ship's radio alone. Further, that WEISE 
never seemed to be interested in learning although MELTZER 
repeatedly tried to get him to learn and to take a serious 
attitude toward this. He stated that WEISE repeatedly would 
only laugh at him and adopt a very intellectual attitude, in- 
Gicating that he felt the job was a menial one beneath his 
intellectual capacities. MELTZER recalled that on one occasion 
WEISE was so inept in operating the radio that he almost ruined 
the batteries and put the radio out of operation. He further 
stated that WEISE appeared to have no technical know-how nor 
ability. 


MELTZER stated that he had never met WEISE prior to the above 
trip and has not seen him since that time.

Informant further stcied 
that WFISE was a professor at the JSSS and had urged the 
informant to attend the JSSS in order to get more advanced 
training on the theory and understanding of Marxism 


T-2 advised on May 21; 195), that he had not talked 
to WEISE since 1952. He stated, however, that he recalled that 
WEISE during the war was in the Merchant Marine and had stcpped 
at a port in Russia, probably !iurmansk and that WEISE had a favorable 
impression of Russia as a result of his stop there. The informant 
stated that he had the impression that WEISE had never been to 
Russia except for thet one time while he was with the Merchant 
Marines , 


Informant stated that WEISE never has had much 
money, neither has he had a position of leadership or a position 
with high connectionse ‘Informant stated that WEISE has had no 
formal education but that in hig opinion, WEISS has had a drive 
to excel and to attain prestige and become an intellectual. 
Informant stated that RISE spoke of having gone to the JSSS 
in the late 1930's and having joined the staff of the school 
thereafter. 


The informant further stzted that “KISS's wife, who 
was a CP member, had spoken of not being able to give any more 
money to the. party since WEISE "gave money to his group." 


Be CP Sympathies 
IRVING MELTZER advised that during the cruise of the 
SS BERNARD BAKER in 1944, WEIS! had openly expounded his belief 


in and sympathy for Communist ideas. He stated that WISE 
asserted his belief in Communist ideology and the Communist social

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and political system in frequent conversations with the 
other members of the crew of the BERN,RD B/ KER. 


MELTZER stated that WEISH appeared to have 
these convictions prior to the arrival of the BERNARD 
B/KER in Murmansk and continued to hole theso convictions 
as strongly as ever after the visit to the city. MELTZER 
advised that WEISE never actually stated that he was a 
member of the CP although he hed openly asserted that 
he was intellectually interosted in end convinced of the 
validity of the Communist ideas. 


MELTZER related that in numcrous discussions 
with crew membors, WEISE pointsd out weaknesses in the 
United States form of government and would always at 
the same time point to th. superior aspects of the Russian 
political system. He stated that WEIAE used to ensert 
openly thet he believed in the Russian Communistic 
Government and furthor noted that WEISER would defend it 
when other crew mumbers would criticizo it. He stated

MELTZER stated thet he reealled that meny of 
the crew of the SS BERN RD WKER weve critiesl of what 
they had observed of the Commnnistic system durin’ their 
visit in Murmansk and thet they expressed this criticism 
after the visit to WEISE but thet WEIS asserted efter 
tho visit thet he was still convinecd thet Communism was 
good. He noted that WEI“ always scemed to havo a 
"proper" explanation for meny things relnting to Communism 
of which other crew members were eritical. MELTZER 
attributod this to the general attitude which WEISE 

. used to display toward the other crow-members, namely 
that they wore uneducated and unlearned in Communism 
while he had made ean intellectual study of it and 
knew the scorc,.
